bodiW  harm.  But  the  power  the  Visitors  now,  have  of 
giving  immediate  admission  to  cases  in  their  early 
stages,  enables  the  medical  and  curative  process  to  be 
applied  at  the  period  when  it  may  have  been  the  best, 
and  ordinarily,  the  only  hope  of  success. 

Every  exertion  is  made  to  confine  the  admission  to 
paupers  only,  and  the  Justices  are  entreated  to  be 
very  vigilent  in  preventing  the  Parish  Officers  from 
obtaining  Warrants  of  Commitment  for  persons  not 
really  chargeable  to  the  Townships.  They  are  also 
further  requested  to  see  that  the  commitments  granted 
are  very  carefully  filled  up.
